Regarding claims 1,6, 15, the applicant argues on pages 11-12 that AAPA fails to teach or suggest that the main terminal 
maintains the loop voltage generated when the external terminal is in connection with the telephone network. It is because 
AAPA's specification teaches that the loop voltage of the main terminal (i.e. first loop voltage) and the loop voltage of the external 
terminal (i.e. second loop voltage) of AAPA are different (figs 1 A. 1 B; paragraph P00051). Examiner respectfully disagrees with 
this argument. The applicant did not claim whether the main terminal maintains the constant loop voltage or the different loop 
voltage generated when the external terminal is in connection with the telephone network. 

Therefore, the rejections of the claims in view of AAPA and Ludeman will remain.
